Please replace paragraph [0070] beginning on page 20, with the following rewritten 
version: 

Here, the first current source 141 can be provided between the collector of the first 
NPN transistor BN41 (that is, the output terminal 403 of the amplification unit 410) and the 
third input terminal 409 of the mixing unit 430 to allow optimal current to flow through the 
collectors of the second and third NPN transistors BN42 and BN43 in terms of linearity. As 
seen in Fig. 4- the amplification unit 410 and the mixing unit 430 are co nnected solely by the 
output terminal 403 and the third inp ut terminal 409. 
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
